Television 
thieves undone 
by taillights

WILMINGTON - The 
thieves who broke into Dan 
Cosman’s television shop in 
January 1973 were very 
clever. They evidently  fig- 
ured out how to fix the bur- 
glar alarm so it wouldn’t go 
off..If they had fixed the tail- 
lights on the van they-stole, 
they possibly would have 
gotten away. 

This was before Wal-Mart, 
big box stores or Amazon, 
eable TV, the Internet or 
iPods. Televisions had 
advanced from vacuum 
tubes to transistors, but they 
still had channel selectors, 
and there were only a half- 
dozen channels available. 
There were no remotes — 
you had to get up and go to 
the TV to turn the channel. 


Many people still bought tel- 


evisions in a local shop, 
where they could also be 
repaired. And Dan Cosman 
could do that. The 
Wilmington Radio & 
Television shop was in a 
small building opposite “the 
Drop” at Silver Lake at 84 
Main Street. It has long 
since been torn down. 

The thieves were driving a 
small car, and there were 
more televisions than would 
fit in the car. But then, good 
fortune presented itself. The 
keys to the company’s 


almost-new Ford Econoline 
van were hanging on the 
wall. 

They loaded up the van 
with television sets, and put 
more goods into the car, 8- 
track tape decks, etc. They 
took the magnetic signs off 
the van and headed for 
Boston with the small car 
following the van. It was 
about 3 a.m. 

They didn’t get very far, 
though, before Officer Jim 
Rooney noticed that the van 
had no taillights. At Dunkin 
Donuts near Clark Street, 
Sgt. Jay Palmer also noticed 
the van. Then he saw that 
Rooney was already follow- 


ing the van. 


“You going to get that 
truck?” Palmer radioed to 


Rooney. “Yes,” was the 
reply. 
Rooney pulled out and put 


on the blue lights as he 
passed the car behind the 
van. The van took off, and 
went through the Square 
(intersection of Rt 38 & 62) 
at about 80 M.P.H. with 
Rooney and Palmer in hot 
pursuit. As the van 
approached the railroad 
bridge at Town Park, 
though, the driver lost con- 
trol and hit a pole.

Dispensary Options

TEWKSBURY/WILM- 
INGTON - Even though 
Massachusetts __ recently 
approved the use of. med- 
ical marijuana, some 
regional towns have decid- 
ed that they would rather 
not have dispensaries 
become open for business, 
According to the Boston 
Herald, Reading and 
Wakefield recently banned 
medical marijuana facili- 
ties. Other municipalities, 
which include Peabody 
and Melrose, are also con- 
sidering bans. Reading, 
Wakefield, and Melrose 
share a _ public health 
director. Malden, Salem, 
and Woburn are consider- 
ing zoning restrictions that 
would limit the placement 
of a dispensary in relation 
to proximity to schools, 
parks, and other places 
where children congre- 
gate, Peabody is planning 
to allow dispensaries only 
along Route 1.

-It is a remarkable achieve- 
mént for a remarkable play- 
er; but it was an achieve- 
ment that for Fahey came 
merely as part of doing her 
job to help her team win. In 
fact, even in the moment of 
her great milestone, she had 
to rely on others to let her 
know what she had accom- 
plished. 

Needing only eight points

tle time in getting there, 
scoring nine of her team’s 
first 13 points to stake them 
to a quick 13-4 lead, with her 
1,000th point coming with 
just under five minutes gone 
in the game.

The game was stopped 
moments later for a brief 
ceremony to honor her 
achievement, but Fahey was 
just as happy when the 
game resumed so she could 
go about the business of 
leading her team to victory. 

“As soon as they stopped 
the game my teammates 
that were on the court all 
hugged me and the rest of 
the team and the crowd was 
cheering it was really an 
amazing feeling,” Fahey 
said. “The fact that we won 
the game made it so much 
more exciting because we 
really needed that win. 
Overall I think it was defi- 
nitely emotional for the 
whole team because when 
someone scores 1,000 points 
it is definitely a team 
accomplishment more than 
anything.”

ered her. She is not about 
records, she is all about the 
team.” 

And speaking of team, 
Fahey’s FSU team is having 
a fine season of their own, 
with a 6-5 record after the 
win over Anna Maria. 
Fahey knows things will get 
tougher for her team as they 
head into their league 
schedule over the next few 
weeks, but she is looking 
forward to the challenge 
along with her teammates. 

“We're a really young 
team. Half the team has 
never played together. All 
the teams in our conference 
are good teams and we are 
all really competitive,” 
Fahey said. “Our goal right, 
now is to just keep working 
hard and getting better and 
if we do that then we should 
win some league games.” 

Her team first attitude is 
probably why Fahey is also 
not fazed by how close she is 
to breaking several 
Fitchburg State records. 
Her 1,014 career points put 


her ninth all time on the 
FSU list, trailing 1991 gradu- 
ate Lynn Dorow by 462 
points. Considering Fahey 
scored 590 points as a soph- 
omore last season, and 
already has 216 this season, 
it is easy to project that she 
will some day hold the 
record. 

She is also fourth all time 
in free throws with 275, and 
ninth all time in field goals 
made with 372, with each of 
the all time records within 
sight with a year and a half 
to go in her college career. 

Some day perhaps Fahey 
will look into the Fitchburg 
State record books with 
pride, but for now, breaking 
records is not even on her 
radar. 

“T don't really think about 
that and I don't really want 
to,” Fahey said. “I'm not 
sure if I will break the 
record and it’s not impor- 
tant if I do or don't. I just 
want to play and win as 
many games as we can.”

Skiing “the east” or skiing “out west.” 
Like night and day. But is it really a case 
of better or worse? Okay, I admit it. I’m a 
snob skier. It’s better out there, but I’ve 
been turned around by some truly wonder- 
ful New England ski experiences.

~ Miracles do exist. For a 
project once thought dead, a 
project that former Winchester 
Board of Selectmen chair 
Brian O’Connor said would 
“never see the light of day,” the 
Tri-Community Bikeway is 
moving forward and has now 
~ reached the 75 percent design 

phase. 

: For those unaware, this is a 
project that has famously been 
20 years in the making. Ten 
years ago this project was 
overdue. Now, it’s at the point 
where so many people have 
given up on it that it’s amazing 
it’s still kicking. It even has 
new life. 

The project aims to create a 
bikeway (a six-mile shared 
path) starting in Winchester at 
Wedgemere Station, going into 
Woburn past Horn Pond, fol- 
lowing the train tracks, and 
ending up in Stoneham near 

- Recreation. Park. _It seems 
“@asy enough, but it’s been any- 
thing but. 

Just in the past three and a 


half- years the project has 


stopped and started. Back in 


July of 2009, it seemed the 
MPO (Mass. Planning 
Organization) couldn’t come to 
an agreement on the funding 
(to fund the project for FY10 or 
wait until FY14). Obviously, 
the MPO never. funded the 
project for FY10 (and it won’t 
for FY14, either). 

The project when it finally 
gets funding will be done 
through the MPO’s. TIP 
(Transportation Improvement 
Program), an intermodal pro- 
gram of _ transportation 
improvements produced annu- 
ally by the MPO. The TIP 
serves as the implementation 
arm of the MPO’s long-range 
Transportation Plan by incre- 
mentally programming fund- 
ing for improvements over a 
four-year: period. It programs 
federal-aid funds for transit 
projects, and state and federal- 
aid funds for roadway projects. 
The TIP is financially con- 
strained: the MPO .can only 
include projects for which 
funds are expected to be avail- 
able. 

No funding was available

for FY10 (most likely due to the 
economic recession or other 
projects being further along) 
and FY14. However, Jen 
Ducey, of engineering firm 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike 
(FST), said the project was on 
the TIP for FY15 and fully 
funded. That means there’s a 
really good chance the bikeway 
gets created while those 
involved are still around to see 
it. 

On Winchester’s side, the 
path will run from Wedgemere 
Station, along Ginn Field, into 
the town center, along the 
Mystic Valley Parkway, past 
the back of the Library by 
Town Hall, through the back of 
the Jenks Center, to the high 
school, back to the Muraco 
School (or toward the Horn 
Pond Brook), behind Leonard 
Pond and Davidson Park, and 
north along Washington Street 
past Winchester Hospital 
toward Woburn. 

In Woburn, the path follows 
local roadways and former rail- 
road corridor for about 1.1 
miles to the Stoneham line. Key 
connections include Leland 


- Park, Goodyear Elementary 


School, Montvale Avenue busi- 
nesses, and the MBTA express 
bus connection at Hill Street. 
After going under I-93 
through an existing tunnel to 
get to Stoneham, the bikeway is 
planned to follow local road- 
ways and former railroad cor- 


ridor for about 1.7 miles and 


connect Main Street business- 
es, Stoneham Middle School, 
Central Elementary School, 
Pomeworth Field, and the end 
point, Recreation Park. 

In addition, a Horn Pond 
Spur is planned to go from 
Lake Street in Winchester to 
Lake Avenue in Woburn, follow- 
ing an existing path on town- 
owned property and public 
roadways. 

Of course, even though the 
project is now fully funded, it 
isn’t without problems. The 
biggest problem, according to 
the Winchester \ Board of 
Selectmen, involves the path 
going in front of bathrooms at 
Ginn Field (on Bacon Street). 
Even with a wooden railing

men were still concerned about 
safety. 

Jim Johnson said he could- 
n't support the project if the 
path remained in front of the 
bathroom. To the question 
about moving it behind the 
bathroom, Ducey said there 
just wasn’t enough space (only 
six feet are available and eight 
feet.are required). 

Johnson also suggested 
moving the bathrooms forward 
to make room in the back, but 
that didn’t seem feasible. 
Ducey said she would look into 
the situation, while the board 
offered to take a field trip to 
the area and check it out. 

“We don’t want to hold you 
up,” said chairman Tom 
Howley regarding the proposed 
field trip. 

Ducey said they have time 
to work on this and taking an 
extra few weeks wouldn’t hurt 
them. 

Another problem involved 
passing in front of the Muraco 
School. Back in 2011, there was 
talk of moving the route away 
from the school, but that would 
require the town to widen the 
six foot sidewalk - on 
Washington Street to 10 feet. 
That would result in the loss of 
a parking lane, plus having to 
redo drainage and move utility 
poles. 

Members of the School 
Committee expressed concern 
for the safety of pedestrians in 
the school area. However, 
while moving the path more 
toward Washington Street 
solved that problem, it also 


instead of around it. 


and losing a parking lane. 

Therefore, to appease as 
many people as_ possible, 
Winchester Town Engineer 
Beth Rudolph and FST came 
up with the solution to keep the 
path, but once it reaches the 
school it goes through the first 
island in the parking lot 
The 
island would be split with a 
small portion (four feet) sepa- 
rated by a crosswalk to ensure 
the safety of walkers from any- 
one parked in the last space 
opening their door. 

Though these problems all 


seem minor in and of theni- 
selves, when combined, it slows 
the project down. But some 
people believe it’s a project 


worth fighting for. 
Rep. Jason Lewis, who rep- 
resents Winchester and 


Stoneham, has said about the 
bikeway: “There are significant 
benefits to Winchester, Woburn 
and Stoneham: family-friendly 
recreational opportunities, 
environmentally-friendly 
means of transportation, and 
economic stimulus.”

Quentin Tarantino deliv- 
ers a bloody, vicious, contro- 
versial, and very funny 
Western in Django 
Unchained. It's everything 
you'd expect from a 
Tarantino film, with dia- 
logue and violence so ampli- 
fied and exaggerated it's 
almost too comedic. 

‘Tarantino is reunited 
here with Christoph Waltz 
(who won an Oscar for his 
portrayal of Nazi Colonel 
Hans Landa in Tarantino's 
Inglourious Basterds) and 
Samuel L Jackson for this 
take on old Clint Eastwood 
spaghetti Westerns. 

Joining in are Jamie 
Foxx as the title character, 
Leonardo DiCaprio as the 
film's mustache-twirling vil- 
lain, and Kerry Washington 
as the leading lady in need 
of rescue. 

Not many screenwriters 
can write dialogue like 
Tarantino, and he uses this 
skill to create a story skew- 
ering America's slave-own- 
ing past. While the third act 
of this film doesn’t hold 
together very well, acts 1 
and 2 showcase his sharpest 
writing in years. 

The story begins in 
Texas, in 1858. A. bounty 
hunter, King Schultz (Waltz) 
frees Django from his slave- 
owners because he needs his 
help locating some fugitives 
that Django can identify. 

The German-born former 
deritist and the newly freed 
black man strike up a 
friendship and a partner- 
ship. They make a deal that

(DiCaprio). Of course, 
things don't go as smooth as 
they planned and they leave 
a trail of bloody corpses in 
their wake. 

At 2 hours and 45 min- 
utes, this is Tarantino's 
longest film. The tone is 
that of a light-hearted, 
bloody action film and it 
doesn't need to be an epic, 
and it would appear to have 
scenes that could have been 
trimmed. 

In particular, the final 
third of the movie, which 
focuses on DiCaprio's char- 
acter, drags at times. It 
feels almost as if, because 
they hired DiCaprio (this is 
the first time in 16 years 
that he's appeared in a 
movie where Hie didn't get 
top-billing), they want to 
get him on the screen as 
much as possible. 

It is definitely the first. 
half of the movie that is the 
most entertaining. Schultz 
is an intriguing character.

Django Unchained is a 
must-see for Tarantino fans, 
but it's not necessary to be 
into either Tarantino or 
Westerns to be entertained 
by this movie.

“JACK REACHER”

As depicted in the novels 
by Lee Child, Jack Reacher 
is a monster of a man, 
described ‘as 6-5, 245 lbs. 
When he walks into a room, 
everybody stops and looks. 

Tom Cruise is not Jack 
Reacher. He's 5-7 and does- 
n’t even approach 200 Ibs. 
Writer/director Christopher 
McQuarrie uses Hollywood 
tricks to make Cruise look 
imposing: Leading female 
star Rosamund Pike is an 
inch and a half taller than 
Cruise at 5-8%, yet she's 
always looking up at Tom. 

If you don't already have 
an impression of what Jack 
Reacher looks like, Cruise 


does a passable job of 
impersonating a tough guy. 
He's done it before in the 
Mission Impossible movies. 
Cruise is a good actor and 
he carries it off as well as 
possible. 

This is kind of a knockoff 
of the early James Bond 
movies with lots of throw- 
away humorous lines, 
although it totally lacks the 
double entendres that made 
the first three Bond films so 
memorable. 

Outside of the Cruise 
miscasting, the cast is ter- 


rific. Pike does a good job as 
the defense attorney 
Reacher helps. 


There are others in the 
cast who add to the quality 
of the movie. Richard 
Jenkins plays Pike's father 
who is also the District 
Attorney giving his usual 
fine performance» David 
Oyelowo plays an assistant 
district attorney admirably. 

er Herzog, general- 
ly a producer and director,

bad guy. Finally, maybe the 
highlight of the film, 81- 
year-old Robert Duvall 
appears near the end and 
comes close to stealing the 
film.

This is a fun, slam bang 
action movie with lots of 
bad guys for Reacher to 
conquer all by himself, 
undoubtedly the first in a 
series.

or explainable, will see 
them through it - not in a 
way that is predictable, but 
in a manner that says these 
people are right for each 


other, and smart and 
mature enough to figure out 
how to make it work. 


"This is 40," from writer- 
director Judd Apatow, deals 
head-on with the issues of 
the transition from young 
adulthood to middle age, of 
marriage, of being a parent, 
of coming to the realization 
that responsibility is not 
something that will go away. 
And it does so in a way that 
is often hilarious and always 
honest. 

It's a mature picture, 
something Apatow has been 
working toward throughout 
his career after spending 
time on TV in high school 
("Freaks and Geeks") and 
college ("Undeclared"), and 
then in the movies dealing 
with a man having sex for 
the first time ("The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin"), pregnancy 
("Knocked Up") and staring 
death in the eye at a rela- 
tively young age ("Funny 
People"). 

"This is 40" is a family 
affair for Apatow: Mann is 
his real-life wife, and their 
children, Maude and Iris 
Apatow (reprising their 
"Knocked Up" roles), play 
Pete and Debbie's kids, 
Sadie and Charlotte, respec- 
tively. 

With their small roles, 
Apatow uses Brooks and 
Lithgow as secret weapons, 
while Jason Segel, also 
returning from "Knocked 
Up," provides a few good 
laughs as Debbie's personal 
trainer.

long, Rep. Lewis said it has to 
do with getting the specific 
route while avoiding right-of- 
ways and other areas that are 
off-limits. 

As publicly owned parks 
and/or recreation areas (such 
as Leonard Field, Ginn Field 
and Recreation Park) estab- 
lished and maintained primari- 
ly for active recreation, open 
space, and similar purposes, 
these town-owned and/or man- 
aged properties are afforded 
special protection under 
Section 4(f) of the Department 
of Transpor-tation Act. 

To satisfy the requirements 
of Section 4(f), each communi- 
ty must sign off that the project 
is acceptable and consistent 
with the designated use of each 
town-owned and/or managed 
property, and that the location 
and design have been accom- 
plished in a manner that will 
not cause harm to these prop- 
erties. 

As of yet, none of the three 
communities have signed off on 
the requirement. The 
Winchester selectmen are wait- 
ing for more information on the 
issue at Ginn Field. Stoneham 
and Woburn have yet to meet 
with a_ representative of 
MassDOT since the project 
reached the 75 percent design 
phase (though Edmund 
Tarallo, Director of the 
Planning Board in Woburn, 
said he’s seen the 75 percent 
design plans). 

Over the years, not every 
person has been in favor of the 
bikeway. Residents of 
Winchester and Stoneham 
expressed concerns at a public 
meeting a few years ago.
